A Proclamation 


During this week that includes our tradi- 
tional observance of Thanksgiving, Ameri- 
cans will pause in prayer to thank Almighty 
God for their many blessings—in particular, 
for the gifts of life, home, and family. At a 
time when many of us enjoy being reunited 
with relatives and friends, it is fitting that 
we also remember the more than 40,000 chil- 
dren in the United States who long for loving, 
permanent homes and families of their own. 
These are children who wait to be adopted. 

More than 50,000 children in the United 
States are adopted each year, and as any 
adult who has been blessed with an adopted 
child or grandchild well knows, these young- 
sters are as eager to give love and affection 
as they are to receive them. Yet, while adop- 
tion benefits everyone involved—including 
the biological mother who, for whatever rea- 
son, cannot care for her child and offers him 
a chance at life in a secure, loving environ- 
ment—thousands of other children continue 
to wait. Among those who wait are children 
with special needs: older children, children 
with disabilities, members of minority 
groups, and children with siblings who must 
be adopted by the same family. 

Early on in the Administration, I was 
pleased to propose legislation designed to en- 
courage “special needs” adoption. Since that 
time, the Federal Government has continued 
to play a leading role in overcoming legal, 
financial, and attitudinal barriers to adoption. 
This week we salute the many dedicated men 
and women across America who make adop- 
tion work: concerned parents, social services 
professionals and counselors, State officials, 
attorneys, members of the clergy, and others. 


Recognizing that adoption is a tremendous 
act of courage and generosity under any cir- 
cumstances, we salute especially each of the 
brave women who, when faced with a crisis 
pregnancy, chooses life for her unborn child 
and offers that child a chance to grow up 
in a stable, loving home. 

As an unselfish, life-affirming, and lifelong 
commitment, adoption is rooted in the vir- 
tues that define and strengthen a family and 
that, in turn, enrich the lives of individuals 
and the communities in which they live. This 
week, let us acknowledge the importance of 
stable, loving families to children and to our 
Nation, and let us renew our support for 
adoption. 

The Congress, by Public Law 102-174, has 
designated the week of November 22 
through November 28, 1992, as “National 
Adoption Week” and has requested the 
President to issue a proclamation in observ- 
ance of this week. 

Now, Therefore, I, George Bush, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, do 
hereby proclaim the week of November 22 
through November 28, 1992, as National 
Adoption Week. I urge all Americans to ob- 
serve this week with appropriate programs 
and activities.

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Executive Order 12821—Improving 
Mathematics and Science Education 
in — of the National Education 
Goals 


November 16, 1992 


By the authority vested in me as President 
by the Constitution and the laws of the Unit- 
ed States of America, including the provi- 
sions of the Stevenson-Wydler Technology 
Innovation Act of 1980, as amended (15 
U.S.C. 3701, et seq.), and the Federal Prop- 
erty and Administrative Services Act of 1949, 
ch. 288, 63 Stat. 377 (codified as amended 
in scattered sections of the United States 
Code), and in order to ensure that Federal 
departments, agencies, and laboratories assist 
in mathematics and science education to 
meet the National Education Goals, it is 
hereby ordered as follows: 

Section 1. Assistance in Mathematics and 
Science Education. (a) Each executive de- 
partment and agency (hereinafter referred to 
as “agency”) that: (i) has a scientific mission; 
(ii) employs significant numbers of scientists, 
mathematicians, and engineers; or (iii) has 
a Federal laboratory; as determined by the 
Committee established by section 2(d) of this 
order, shall, to the maximum extent per- 
mitted by law: 

(1) Assist in the mathematics and science 
education of our Nation’s students, teachers, 
parents, and the public by establishing pro- 
grams at their agency to provide for training 
elementary and secondary school teachers to 
improve their knowledge of mathematics and 
science. Such programs, to the maximum ex- 
tent possible, shall involve partnerships with 
universities, State and local elementary and 
secondary school authorities, corporations, 
and community based organizations. These 
activities shall be coordinated with other rel- 
evant Federal teacher training programs 
(e.g., those administered by the National 
Science Foundation, the Department of 
Education, and the Department of Energy). 
Because of its extensive experience in teach- 
er training programs at its Federal labora- 
tories, the Department of Energy, when re- 
— by other agencies, shall assist in the 

evelopment of these activities. 

(2) Provide brief periods of excused ab- 
sence for Federal employees to assist in the 
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conduct of mathematics and science edu- 
cation programs, in accordance with guide- 
lines of the Office of Personnel Management. 

(b) Develop, within 6 months of the issu- 
ance of this order, an implementation plan 
to fulfill the requirements of this section. The 
an shall be consistent with approved agency 

udget totals. The plan shall be coordinated 
through the Committee on Education and 
Human Resources of the Federal Coordinat- 
ing Council for Science, Engineering, and 
Technology. 

Sec. 2. Transfer of Education-Related Fed- 
eral Equipment to Elementary and Second- 
ary Schools. (a) To the maximum extent per- 
mitted by law, all agencies shall give highest 
preference to elementary and secondary 
schools in the transfer or donation of edu- 
cation-related Federal equipment. All such 
transfers to the schools shall be made at the 
lowest cost permitted by law. 

(b) Each agency, to the maximum extent 
permitted by law, shall: 

(1) Identify and transfer excess education- 
related Federal equipment at that agency 
that can be transferred to elementary and 
secondary schools by: 

(A) Direct transfer of excess Federal re- 
search equipment in accordance with the 
provisions of subsection 3710(i) of the Ste- 
venson-Wydler Technology Innovation Act 
of 1980, as amended (15 U.S.C. 3710(i)). The 
transfer of such excess equipment shall be 
reported to the General Services Administra- 
tion (GSA); or 

(B) Reporting such excess equipment to 
the GSA for donation when declared surplus 
in accordance with the provisions of section 
203(j) of the Federal Property and Adminis- 
trative Services Act of 1949, as amended (40 
U.S.C. 484(j)); 

(2) Allow the elementary and secondary 
schools sufficient time to select available 
education-related Federal equipment before 
it is disposed of elsewhere; 

(3) Provide training and technical assist- 
ance, where possible, to recipients of edu- 
cation-related Federal equipment to ensure 
that the equipment will be utilized to its full 
capability; and 

(4) Attempt to provide education-related 
Federal equipment to those elementary and 
secondary schools with the greatest need or 
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to the recipients of federally funded mathe- 
matics and science projects where the equip- 
ment would further enhance the progress of 
the project. 

(c) The GSA shall: 

(1) To the maximum extent permitted by 
law, ensure that elementary and secondary 
schools are notified of the opportunity to ob- 
tain education-related Federal equipment, 
and, where practical, provide to elementary 
and secondary schools a current listing of 
education-related Federal equipment that is 
available for transfer, and, when requested, 
provide a current listing of this available 
equipment to agencies; and 

(2) Maintain a record of the education-re- 
lated Federal equipment provided to ele- 
mentary and secondary schools pursuant to 
this order. 

(d) There is hereby established a Coordi- 
nating Committee on Education-Related 
Federal Equipment (Committee), The Com- 
mittee membership shall include, but not be 
limited to, representatives of the Depart- 
ments of Defense, Education, Energy, and 
Health and Human Services, the National 
Science Foundation, the General Services 
Administration, and the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration. 

(1) The Co-chairs of the Committee shall 
be the Administrator of General Services and 
the Secretary of Education, or their des- 
ignees. 

(2) The Committee shall assess the avail- 
ability of appropriate education-related Fed- 
eral equipment and mechanisms for expedi- 
tious notification and transfer of the equip- 
ment to elementary and secondary schools 
and shall resolve issues that may arise in im- 
plementing this order. 

(3) The Committee shall inform, as nec- 
essary, non-Federal groups (e.g., National 
Governors Association, State Agencies for 
Surplus Property, etc.) of issues concerning 
the transfer of education-related Federal 
equipment. 

(4) The Committee may consult with the 
Committee on Education and Human Re- 
sources of the Federal Coordinating Council 
for Science, Engineering, and Technology 
concerning activities outlined in this order, 
particularly those activities listed in section 
1 of this order. 
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Sec. 3. Definitions. For the purposes of 
this order: 

(a) “Education-related Federal equip- 
ment” means excess or surplus personal com- 
puters and related peripheral equipment, re- 
search equipment, and education-related 
equipment that is appropriate for use in 
mathematics and science curricula in ele- 
mentary and secondary school education. 

(b) “Elementary and secondary schools” 
means individual public or private edu- 
cational institutions encompassing kinder- 
garten through twelfth grade, as well as pub- 
lic school districts. 

(c) “Federal laboratories” has the meaning 
set forth in the Stevenson-Wydler Tech- 
nology Innovation Act of 1980 (15 U.S.C. 
3710a(d)(2)). 

(d) “Research equipment” means excess or 
surplus Federal property appropriate for 
mathematics and science education activities 
at the elementary and secondary education 
levels, as defined by and in accordance with 
the regulations of the agency that owns the 
research equipment.

Executive Order 12822—Providing 
for Payment of Separate 
Maintenance Allowances to 
Employees Assigned to Johnston 
Island 


November 16, 1992 


By the authority vested in me as President 
by the Constitution and the laws of the Unit- 
ed States of America, including section 301 
of title 3 and section 5942a of title 5, United 
States Code, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

Section 1. Section 8 of Executive Order 
No. 11609 is amended by adding at the end 
thereof a new paragraph (4) to read as fol- 
lows: 
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“(4) The authority of the President under 
5 U.S.C. 5942a to prescribe regulations gov- 
erning the payment of allowances to employ- 
ees assigned to duty at Johnston Island for 
the purposes of maintaining the employees’ 
spouses or dependents, or both, at a location 
other than Johnston Island.” 

Sec. 2. This order shall be effective as of 
January 1, 1992.

Letter to Congressional Leaders 
Reporting on Iraq’s Compliance 


With United Nations Security 
Council Resolutions 
November 16, 1992 


Dear Mr. Speaker: (Dear Mr. President:) 

Consistent with the Authorization for Use 
of Military Force Against Iraq Resolution 
(Public Law 102-1), and as part of my con- 
tinuing effort to keep Congress fully in- 
formed, I am again reporting on the status 
of efforts to obtain Iraq’s compliance with 
the resolutions adopted by the U.N. Security 
Council. 

In my report of September 16, 1992, I de- 
scribed Operation Southern Watch, with its 
accompanying “no-fly zone.” Operation 
Southern Watch implements Security Coun- 
cil Resolution 688, which requires Iraq to 
end the repression of its civilian population 
immediately, allow immediate access by 
international humanitarian organizations to 
all parts of Iraq, and make available all facili- 
ties for the operation of these organizations. 
Southern Watch has been working extremely 
well. Iraq’s use of aircraft to repress its civil- 
ian susiaben, in particular Iraq’s bombing 
of its citizens in and around the southern 
marsh areas, has stopped. There have been 
no major Iraqi military operations south of 
the 36th baw + since the monitoring zone 
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was announced, nor has there been any 
major increase in Iraqi forces in the southern 
region. Some Iraqi repression of the civilian 
population in the region continues, however. 
Meanwhile, the Coalition’s effort to ensure 
compliance with Resolution 688 in northern 
Iraq, Operation Provide Comfort, also con- 
tinues to discourage major Iraqi military op- 
erations against the inhabitants of northern 
Iraq. 

Since my previous report, the Iraqi opposi- 
tion has held two meetings in northern Iraq 
to broaden the base of the Iraq National 
Congress (INC). We support the efforts of 
the INC to rally Iraqis against the Saddam 
regime and in favor of a future Iraq based 
on the principles of political pluralism, terri- 
torial unity, and full compliance with all the 
U.N. Security Council resolutions. We en- 
courage other governments to do the same. 

Moreover, the U.N. Special Commission 
on Iraq (UNSCOM) and the International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) have contin- 
ued to investigate Iraq’s weapons of mass de- 
struction program and to verify the destruc- 
tion of relevant facilities, equipment, and 
weapons. 

The fourteenth ballistic missile inspection 
team, UNSCOM 45, October 16-29, was the 
largest and most complex inspection 
UNSCOM has conducted. It inspected de- 
clared and undeclared facilities associated 
with the manufacture and storage of ballistic 
missile fuels in an effort to learn whether 
Iraq is attempting to maintain a clandestine 
SCUD force. Initial fuel sample analyses 
were inconclusive. The team found little evi- 
dence of SCUD missile activity at any site. 
Russian cooperation was essential to this in- 
spection, which depended heavily on both in- 
formation and technical assistance from Rus- 
sian experts. 

A nuclear inspection team, UNSCOM 46/ 
IAEA 15, was in Iraq in early November. 
Weather permitting, it will have completed 
water sampling throughout Iraq. Initial re- 
sults from the first round of water samples 
taken in early September (and mentioned in 
my last report) have not revealed evidence 
of any facility in Iraq producing fissionable 
fuel. Some new sites likely will be designated 
for inspection. 
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In late September, the Chemical Destruc- 
tion Group in residence at the Muthanna 
State Establishment destroyed the following 
items: 120 122mm rocket warheads; 350 
122mm propellant grain; 153 122mm rocket 
motor tube assembly; 1335 liters of nerve 
agent (GB/GF); 13 al Hussein warheads; 228 
liters of isopropyl alcohol; 4 500 gauge oil- 
filled bombs; 2 155mm oil-filled projectiles; 
4 250 gauge oil-filled bombs; and 14 R400 
aerial bombs. Destruction activity will con- 
tinue for the next twelve months. 


The inspectors continue to be subjected 
to harassment, but harassment subsided to 
a low level after the strong international pro- 
tests in response to Iraq’s actions in August 
and September. 


UNSCOM continues to face a shortage of 
funds. As I noted in my previous report, the 
United States has contributed over $40 mil- 
lion to UNSCOM since its inception. Recent 
pledges from two other countries exceed $40 
million, but the funds have not reached 
UNSCOM. 


On October 2, the U.N. Security Council 
adopted Resolution 778, which permits the 
use of a portion of frozen Iraqi oil assets to 
fund crucial U.N activities concerning Iraq, 
including UNSCOM, humanitarian relief, 
and the Compensation Commission. On Oc- 
tober 21, I signed Executive Order No. 
12817, which implements that Resolution in 
the United States. We are prepared to trans- 
fer up to $200 million in frozen Iraqi oil as- 
sets held in U.S. financial institutions, pro- 
vided that U.S. contributions do not exceed 
50% of the total amount contributed. These 
funds will be repaid, with interest, from Iraqi 
oil revenues as soon as Iraqi oil exports re- 
sume. 


The Iraq-Kuwait Boundary Demarcation 
Commission continues its work, without Iraqi 
participation. The land boundary is expected 
to be completely demarcated through the 
placement of boundary pillars in the ground 
by the end of the year. During its seventh 
session October 12—16, the Commission con- 
sidered the offshore boundary section, which 
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it will take up again at its next meeting, ten- 
tatively scheduled for December. 


The U.N. Compensation Commission has 
continued to prepare for the processing of 
claims from individuals, corporations, other 
entities, governments, and international or- 
ganizations that suffered direct loss or dam- 
age as a result of Iraq’s unlawful invasion and 
occupation of Kuwait. The next session of the 
Governing Council of the Commission is 
scheduled in Geneva December 14-18, with 
a further meeting in March 1993. 


At its latest session September 21-24, the 
Governing Council adopted decisions on ex- 
tending the filing deadlines for certain types 
of claims (including claims for environmental 
damage) and on protection against multiple 
recovery. The Council discussed business 
losses, interest, and costs, without making de- 
cisions. The Executive Secretary reported 
that the Commission already has received 
over 150,000 claims and expects many times 
that number. He noted that the Commission 
will require at least $9 million in one-time 
expenditures, plus $1.2 million annually, for 
a computer system for processing and verify- 
ing such a large number of claims. 


We plan to meet some of the Commis- 
sion’s needs with funds derived from frozen 
Iraqi oil assets. Thirty percent of the funds 
derived from frozen oil assets transferred 
under U.N. Security Council Resolution 778 
are to go to the Compensation Fund. This 
should generate sufficient funding for the 
Commission to proceed with its permanent 
computer system and to begin processing 
claims. 


Meanwhile, the Department of State has 
distributed the forms for claims by govern- 
ments (Form F) to federal agencies and state 
governments. On September 23, the U.S. 
Government filed its second set of 180 con- 
solidated individual claims with the Commis- 
sion, bringing the total of U.S. claims filed 
to 380. The Department is reviewing about 
1200 additional claims received from individ- 
uals and is now receiving claims from cor- 
porations. The next filing is scheduled for 
December. 
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In accordance with paragraph 20 of Reso- 
lution 687, the Sanctions Committee has re- 
ceived notices of approximately 3.1 million 
tons of foodstuffs to Be shipped to Iraq thus 
far in 1992. The Sanctions Committee also 
continues to consider and, when appropriate, 
approve requests to send to Iraq materials 
and supplies for essential civilian needs. Iraq, 
in contrast, has for months maintained a full 
embargo against its northern provinces. Iraq 
has also refused to utilize the opportunity 
under Resolutions 706 and 712 to sell $1.6 
billion in oil, proceeds from which could be 
used by Iraq under U.N. supervision to pur- 
chase foodstuffs, medicines, materials, and 
supplies for essential civilian needs of its pop- 
ulation. The Iraqi authorities bear full re- 
sponsibility for any suffering in Iraq that re- 
sults from their refusal to implement Resolu- 
tions 706 and 712. 


Through the International Committee of 
the Red Cross (ICRC), the United States, 
Kuwait, and other Coalition members con- 
tinue to press the Government of Iraq to 
comply with its obligations under Security 
Council resolutions to return some 800 de- 
tained Kuwaiti and third-country nationals. 
Likewise, the United States and its allies con- 
tinue to press the Government of Iraq to re- 
turn to Kuwait all property and equipment 
removed from Kuwait by Iraq. Iraq continues 
to withhold necessary cooperation on these 
issues and to resist unqualified ICRC access 
to detention facilities in Iraq. 


As I stated in previous reports, in concert 
with our Coalition partners, we will continue 
to monitor carefully the treatment of Iraq’s 
citizens, and together we remain prepared 
to take appropriate steps if the situation re- 
quires. To this end, we will continue to main- 
tain an appropriate level of forces in the re- 
gion for as long as required by the situation 
in Iraq. 


I remain grateful for the support of the 
Congress for these efforts, and look forward 
to continued cooperation toward achieving 
our mutual objectives.

Statement by Press Secretary

ongoing Middle East peace negotiations, and 
the Middle East generally. It was agreed that 
the United States must remain engaged if 
peace is to be achieved in the Middle East.

Fitzwater on the President’s Meeting 
With Prime Minister Constantine 
Mitsotakis of Greece 


November 17, 1992 


The President met for approximately 45 
minutes this afternoon in the Oval Office 
with Prime Minister Constantine Mitsotakis 
of Greece. The two leaders discussed Cy- 
prus, the situation in the former Yugoslavia, 
and other European issues. On the issue of 
Macedonia, the President reiterated our 
strong hope that this issue be resolved as 
soon as possible. 


Statement by Press Secretary 
Fitzwater on the President’s Meeting 
With President-Elect Bill Clinton 


November 18, 1992 


President Bush and President-elect Clin- 
ton had a warm and informative conversation 
in the Oval Office today which lasted for 1 
hour and 45 minutes. President Bush re- 
viewed a number of trouble spots around the 
world and discussed United States policy in 
these areas. 

At approximately 2:15 p.m., the President 
and President-elect visited their transition 
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staffs in the Roosevelt Room. President Bush 
said he wanted a smooth transition and said 
he appreciated the task that lay ahead of the 
transition team. The transition meeting was 
attended by Secretary Andrew Card, Chase 
Untermeyer, and Bob Zoellick representing 
the administration; Vernon Jordan, Warren 
Christopher, Alexis Herman, and Mark 
Gearan representing President-elect Clinton. 
The discussion focused on procedures for 
making appointments, including FBI clear- 
ances Sad Anancial disclosure forms. 

The two transition teams will maintain reg- 
ular contacts. Secretary Card will maintain 
a small staff here in the White House and 
will oversee three transition phases: Presi- 
dent Bush’s departure and establishment of 
an office in Houston; the transfer of authority 
from the Bush administration to the Clinton 
administration; and the process of transfer- 
ring Presidential papers to the Archives or 
Presidential library. 

Both President Bush and President-elect 
Clinton expressed satisfaction with the meet- 


ing.

Remarks Announcing the Agreement 
on Agricultural Trade With the 
European Community 


November 20, 1992 


I want to salute Secretary Madigan and 
Ambassador Carla Hills, and my announce- 
ment relates to their work. I am exceptionally 
pleased to announce that the United States 
and the European Community's Commission 
have we unanimous agreement on an 
agricultural package that should enable us to 
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press forward the global trade negotiations 
to a successful conclusion. 

These global trade negotiations, the so- 
called Uruguay round wae the GATT, are 
fundamental to spurring economic growth, 
creating jobs here at home and indeed all 
around the world. I am hopeful that the 
breakthrough that we achieved today will 
spur movement across-the-board in the on- 
going negotiations among all the GATT par- 
ties in Geneva so that we can achieve this 
comprehensive, global, and balanced agree- 
ment that we’ve sought for so long. In addi- 
tion, by agreeing to solutions to our dif- 
ferences on oilseeds and other agricultural 
disputes, we’ve avoided a possible trade war, 
an that is very, very important. 

I am particularly pleased that Ambassador 
Hills and Secretary Madigan are here with 
us today because they've done extraordinary 
work to achieve this historic result—I salute 
their teammates who are with us here today 
as well—and also because they will remain 
with you to answer your questions. Some of 
this is very, very technical. And they know 
how proud I am of their work. I’ve seen them 
in action both here and abroad hammering 
out this agreement. It’s taken a long time, 
but it was sound. 

It’s been a long and difficult course to the 
result that we've achieved today. I recall 
these extensive and frequently vigorous— 
I’ve chosen the word carefully—discussions 
on agriculture and other trade issues at the 
economic summit that we hosted in Houston 
in 1990 and at each of the summits that fol- 
lowed. But I am now absolutely convinced 
that the work was well worth it. I talked to 
Prime Minister John Major this morning, had 
an opportunity to thank him for his key role 
as the current President of the EC. 

The next step then will be for the United 
States and the EC and all the other parties 
in the Uruguay round to return to the nego- 
tiating table in Geneva prepared to show the 
flexibility necessary to bring these negotia- 
tions to a successful close. 

So, once again, I salute our partners in all 
of this. And I certainly salute our extraor- 
dinarily effective team that has been able to 
bring this about. And with no further ado, 
I will turn it over to them to take all your 
questions.

A Proclamation 


At no time of year are Americans more 
mindful of our heritage as one Nation under 
God than at Thanksgiving—a day when peo- 
ple of every race, creed, and walk of life join 
in celebrating the many blessings that we 
have received as individuals and as a Nation. 
Thanksgiving is among the happiest of days 
because it fills our hearts with appreciation 
for the things that matter most: the goodness 
of our Creator, the love of family and friends, 
and, of course, the gift of life itself. In addi- 
tion to giving thanks for our individual bless- 
ings, we Americans also join on this occasion 
in celebrating our shared legacy of freedom. 

Since the earliest days of our Republic, 
Americans have been deeply aware of our 
indebtedness to the Almighty and our obliga- 
tions as a people He has blessed. Even in 
the course of long, difficult journeys to these 
shores, our ancestors gratefully acknowl- 
edged the sustaining power of God—and the 
faithfulness they owed in return. Recognizing 
their quest for freedom as an enterprise no 
less historic than the ancient Israelites’ exo- 
dus from Egypt, John Winthrop reminded 
his fellow pilgrims in 1630: 

Now if the Lord shall please to hear us, 
and bring us in peace to the place that 
we desire, then hath He ratified this 
covenant and sealed our commission, 
[and] will expect a strict performance of 
the articles contained in it . . . to do 
justly, to love mercy, to walk humbly 
with our God. 
By remaining grateful for, and faithful to, 
that divine commission, America has become 
a model of freedom and justice to the 
world—as our pilgrim ancestors envisioned, 


a shining “city upon a hill.” 
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Ever grateful for our freedom and security, 
we Americans have worked to share these 
blessings with others, and today we rejoice 
in the fact that the seeds of democratic 
thought sown on these shores more than 300 
years ago continue to blossom around the 
globe. Yet, even as we give thanks for the 
demise of imperial communism and for the 
current harvest of liberty throughout the 
world, like our ancestors we also recall our 
duties as stewards of this great and blessed 
land. As General Dwight Eisenhower said 
during World War II: 

The winning of freedom is not to be 
compared to the winning of a game, 
with the victory recorded forever in his- 
tory. Freedom has its life in the hearts, 
the actions, the spirits of men, and so 
it must be daily earned and refreshed— 
else like a flower cut from its life-giving 
roots, it will wither and die. 

The liberty that we enjoy today is clearly 
rooted in our Nation’s Judeo-Christian moral 
heritage and in the timeless values that have 
united Americans of all religions and all walks 
of life: love of God and family, personal re- 
sponsibility and virtue, respect for the law, 
and concern for others. If the American Ex- 
periment is to continue to bear fruit in gen- 
erations to come, we must cultivate those val- 
ues in our children and teach them, by word 
and example, the difference between liberty 
and license, between the grateful exercise of 
freedom and the misuse of our precious 
rights. 

This Thanksgiving, as we reflect on our 
Nation’s heritage and give thanks to God for 
our many blessings, let us renew the solemn 
commitment that John Winthrop and his fel- 
low pilgrims made more than 300 years ago. 
At a time when so many of the world’s peo- 
ples look to America’s example, let us stand 
for a liberty “to that only which is good, just, 
and honest.” Mindful, too, that “he that gives 
to the poor lends to the Lord,” let us reach 
out with generosity to persons in need— 
strangers who are hungry and homeless, 
neighbors who are sick or lonely, and loved 
ones who are eager for our time, attention, 
and encouragement. 

I am both confident and grateful that— 
in the future, as in the past—this Thanks- 
giving tradition will continue to bind us in 
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appreciation of life’s greatest blessings: our 
families and friends, our rich heritage of free- 
dom, and, most of all, the unchanging wis- 
dom and presence of Almighty God. 

Now, Therefore, I, George Bush, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, do 
hereby proclaim Thursday, November 26, 
1992, as a National Day of Thanksgiving. I 
urge all Americans to gather in their homes 
and in places of worship on that day to offer 
thanks to the Almighty for the many blessings 
that He has granted us as individuals and as 
a Nation. May we always strive to remain 
worthy of them.

A Proclamation 


Three years ago, beginning with our his- 


toric Education Summit with the Nation’s 
Governors, we launched America 2000—an 
ambitious campaign to achieve excellence in 
our schools. Today more than 2,000 cities 
and towns throughout the United States and 
territories proudly count themselves as 
America 2000 communities, thanks to the 
shared commitment of parents, teachers, stu- 
dents, local public officials, and concerned 
business leaders. Recognizing the impor- 
tance of education, not only as a treasure in 
itself, but also as the key to advancement for 
individuals and nations, these Americans are 
working to meet high standards in the class- 
room and to make their homes and neighbor- 
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hoods places where learning can happen. As 
a result of this outpouring of support for our 
America 2000 strategy, we have begun to 
chart promising gains—7 years before our 
target date. 

Since we launched America 2000, con- 
cerned individuals from all walks of life have 
responded enthusiastically to the challenge 
of building a new generation of American 
schools. Last year, when private sector lead- 
ers formed the New American Schools De- 
velopment Corporation and announced a na- 
tionwide competition for the best school de- 
signs imaginable, nearly 700 teams submitted 
proposals. The Administration also pursued, 
and this July I was pleased to sign, the Higher 
Education Amendments of 1992, which will 

romote lifelong learning and achievement 
by expanding eligibility for student loans, by 
improving the accountability of student loan 
programs, and by providing for an alternative 
certification program through which States 
can devise ways to enlist the knowledge, ex- 
perience, and skills of qualified men and 
women who want to teach yet lack traditional 
teaching degrees. In keeping with America 
2000 and with our calls for increased com- 
petition and accountability in our Nation’s 
schools, at least 10 States have expanded pa- 
rental choice in education, and this year’s re- 
port of the National Education Goals Panel 
shows that we have begun to increase the 
high school completion rate while, at the 
same time, significantly reducing drug use in 
and around our schools. 

These developments are encouraging, and 
they are powerful testimony to the principles 
that guide our America 2000 strategy: greater 
parental choice and involvement in edu- 
cation; increased flexibility for teachers; high 
standards of student performance, verified by 
testing; competition and accountability in 
schools; and, of course, sustained cooperation 
among all Americans. However, even as we 
take justifiable pride in our progress, we 
know there is still much work to be done. 
In a world that demands excellence in 
science, technology, and commerce, Ameri- 
ca’s economic competitiveness will remain at 
risk as long as our students are not among 
the best in the world. We must continue to 
reach out to the nearly 2,000 students who 
drop out of school each day, abandoning 
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their best hope for a bright future, and we 
must continue to expand educational oppor- 
tunities for the estimated 26 million Ameri- 
cans who are functionally illiterate. Toward 
these ends, concerned Americans in edu- 
cation, business, private voluntary organiza- 
tions, and the media are joining together in 
observance of National Education First 
Week. 

This week we renew our commitment to 
achieving excellence in education—school by 
school, community by community. Millions 
of parents, educators, business owners, and 
volunteers are participating in this effort in 
support of our America 2000 strategy, and 
I salute them. 

In recognition of the importance of learn- 
ing to each American and to our Nation, the 
Congress, by House Joint Resolution 543, has 
designated the week of November 30 
through December 6, 1992, as “National 
Education First Week” and has requested 
the President to issue a proclamation in ob- 
servance of that week. 

Now, Therefore, I, George Bush, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, do 
hereby proclaim the week of November 30 
through December 6, 1992, as National Edu- 
cation First Week. I urge all Americans to 
observe this week with appropriate programs 
and activities.
